THE NEW FISH LAW,

Its Provisions Expinined by Attor-

ney Generanl Taylor.

Attorney General Tavlor received a
ter recently from Dan Burlingame, an em-
ployve of the Erle Rallroad, residing in Chi-
cago, asking for a clear statement of the
provisionsg of the fish and game law passed
by the last Legislature. In reply to the let-
ter Mr. Taylor yesterday mailed to Mr.
Burlingame a resume of the law, couched
in plain language, as follows:

let-

“It is unlawful to permit dye siuff, acld
or other refuse to be thrown, run cor

drained into any waters of the State in suf-
fleient quantities to injure or destroy fish.

“It Is unlawiul to use dynamite or other
explosives,

““It 1s unlawful to use any spear,
net, trap, cockle or fish berries, or poison,
at any time or place, except in Lake Michi-
gan or the Ohlio or Wabash rivers
they
or in private ponds.

“Minnows may be caught with a glass
trap or minnow seine, wnich =hall not be
more than twelve feet jong, four feet deep,

nor more than one-quarter inch mesh.
“It 18 uniawful to catch tish In any in-
land lake, except private ponds, by any |

menns between Dec. 1 and April 1.

“It g lawful to catch fisn with a hook
aad line in any of the streams or ponds of
this State at any time of the year; except
that it is unlawful (o fish in water either
paurtly or wholly covered with ice.

“1t is unlawflul 1o shoot fish at any time
or place,

“It is unlawful to sell or offer to sell or
buy at any time plke, pickerel, wall-eved
plke, percn, blue gills, black bass, green

bass, rock bass or other species of bass, if
such fish are caught in any waters of this
State.

“1t 15 unlawful to fish with more than one
trotiine having more than 1M hooks at any

one time; the fisherman must obtain con-
st nt of the owner of the inclosed land be-
fore 2etting a trotline thereon.

“It = a misdemecanor for one to have In |
his possession at any time any secine, net,
spear, gig, or trap, or any part thereof,

other than a minnow seine or trap.

“All licensed seines or nets, except min-
now scines, must be disposed of within
sixty davs from the taking effect of the
iaw.  This does not apply to Lake Michigan

or the Ohio river ar the Wabash river so
far as it is a bonndary line between Indiana
and Mlinois. All lHeense=s to use selnes are
revoked.

“It is unlawful to catch or possess more
than tweniy black bass In any one day.
Two ar more persons fishing from the same
boat may not take exceeding thirty-six
black bass,

“No pickerel or wall-eved pilke less than
twelve inches in length, or rock bass or
crapple less than six inches in length, or
black bass less than ten inches in length,
shal! be intentionally caught, and if caught
shall be immediately returned to the water,

“1t is the duty of the fish commissioner.
his deputies and each sheriff and constable
tn seize and destrow any seine more than
twelve feet In length and four. feet in
width, and all dip, gill. set and pond nets,
traps, seines, spears and gigs.”
